John Roth of 4333 Gertrude ave- 
nue, who, with his family in their 
car, was preparing to accompany 
the Ruggers in theirs on a day’s out- 
ing in Illinois, testified that the truck 
approached from the north on Mc- 
Nair avenue at high speed and with- 
out any warning being sounded, as 
the-two families were searching in 
the street for the key to Ihkugger’s 
car. Roth said he jumped to‘save 
the child, who was standing near the 
rear wheel of the Roth car on the 
east side of the street, but was too 
late. Other witnesses, including the 
boy's father, corroborated Roth's 
testimony.

St. Louis. 

Following his death Otto was 
identified as one of two men who 
held up Ernest Becker, 194 North 
Seventh street, at Twenty-first street 
and Lincoln avenue at 11:30 o’clock 
last night, and robbed him of $13, 
a watch and a ring inscribed “E. 
B.” The ring was found in Otto’s 
pocket at the hospital. 

A Coroner’s verdict of justifiable 
homicide was returned this after- 
noon. 

Constable Artinger’s version of the 
shooting follows: 

Two men held up the roadhouse 
last Monday night, and since then 
rseveral automobile parties had com- 
plained on various nights of having 
been held up on the Collinsville 
road, near the roadhouse, by two 
men.

Europe had broken 1 the 
Empire that 
plunder Rome and 
live on the fat of the * land 
In the eighth century it  be- 
came the turn of the Germans to 
be the “plundered-ones.” They did 
not like this at all, even if their ene- 
mies were their first cousins, the 
Norsemen, who lived in Denmark 
and Sweden and Norway. 

What forced these hardy sailors 
to turn pirate we do not know, but 
once they had discovered the ad- 
vantitages and pleasures of a buccan- 
eerimg career there was no one who 
could stop them. They would sud- 
Getmiyr descend upon ai peaceful 
Frankish tr Frisian village, situated 
oh the mouth ofa river. They would 
kill all the men and steal all the 
women. Then they would sail away 
in their fast-sailing ships and when 
the soldiers of the king or emperor 
arrived upon the scene, the robbers 
were gone and nothing remained but 
@ few smouldering ruins. 

During the days of disorder which 
followed the death of Charlemagne, 
the» Northmen developed great 
tivity. Their fleets made raids upon 
every country and their sailors es- 
tablished small independent king- 
doms along the coast of Holland and 
France and England and Germany, 
and.they even found their way into 
It#ly. The Northmen were very in- 
telligent. They soon learned to 
Speak the language of their subjects 
and*gave up the uncivilized ways o? 
the early Vikings (or Sea-Kings) 
who had been very picturesque, but 
also very unwashed and terribly 
cruel. 

Farly in the tenth century a Vik- 
ing by the name of Rollo had re- 
peatediy attacked the coast of 
France. The king of France, too 
weak to resist these northern rob- 
bers, tried to bribe them into “being 
good.” He offered them the prov- 
ince of Normandy, if they would 
promise to stop bothering the rest 
of his domains. Rollo accepted this 
bargain and became “Duke of Nor- 
mand.” 

But the passion of conquest was 
Strong in the blood of his children.

FEUDALISM. 

How Central Purope, Attacked From 
Three Sides, Became an Armed 
amp and Why Europe Would 
Have Perished Without Those 
se eeemntonal Soldiers and Admin.

The following, then. is the state of 

Furepe in the year 1000. when most 
People were so Unhappy that they 
welcomed the prophecy foretelling 
the approaching end of the world 
and rushed to the monasteries, that 
day of judement might find them 
engaged upon devout duties 

At an unknown date, the Ger- 
Manic tribes had left their old home 
in Asia and had moved westward 
into Europe. By sheer Pressure of 
numbers they had forced their way 
inte the Roman Empire. They had 
destroyed the great western empire. 
but the eastern part. being off the 
main route of the great migrationa, 
had thanaged to survive and feebiy 
continued the traditions of Rome's 
ancient glory. 

During the days of disorder which 
had.followed (the true “dark ages” 
of history, the sixth and seventh 
Centuries of our era). the German 
tribes had been persuaded to accept 
the Christian religion and had rac. 
ognized thé Bishop of Rome as the 
Pope or spiritual head of the world. 
In the ninth century. the organizing 
genius of Charlemagne had revived 
the Roman Empire and had united 
the greater part of western Europe 
into a single state. During the tenth 
eentury this empire had gone to 
pieces. The western part had be- 
ome a separate kingdom, France. 
was known as the 
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Holy Roman Empire of the German 
nation, and the rulers of this federa- 
tion of states then pretended that 
they were the direct heirs of Caesar 
and Augustus. 

Unfortunately, the power of the 
|Kings of France did not stretch be- 
yond the moat of their royal resi- 
dence, while the Holy Roman Em- 
peror was openly defied by his 
powerful subjects whenever it suit- 
ed their fancW@or their profit. 

To increase the misery of 
masses of the people, the triangle of 
western Europe was for ever ex- 
posed to attacks from three sides. 
On the south lived the ever-danger- 
ous Mohammedans. The 
coast was ravaged by the Northmen. 
The eastern frontier (defenseless ex- 
cept for the short stretch of the Car- 
pathian Mountains) was at the mer- 


cy of hordes of Huns, Hungarians, | 


Slavs and Tartars. 
The peace of Rome was a thing of 
the remote past, a dream of the 


“good old days” that were gone for- | 
It was a question of “fight or) 


ever. 
die,” and quite naturally people pre- 
ferred to fight. Forced by circum- 
stances, Europe became an armei 
camp and there was a demand for 
strong leadership. Both King and 
Emperor were far away. The fron- 
tiersmen (and most of Europe in 
the year 1000 was “frontier’’) must 
help themselves. They willingly 
submitted to the representatives of 
the King who were sent to adminis- 
ter the outlying districts, provided 
they could protect them against 
their enemies. 
Soon central Europe was dotted 
with small principalities, each one 
ruled by a Duke or a Count 
3aron or a Bishop, as the case might 
be, and organized as a fighting unit. 
These Dukes and Counts and Barons 
had sworn to be fdithful to the King 
who had given them their “feudum” 
(hence our word “feudal’’) in return 
for their loyal services and a certain 
amount of taxes. But travel in those 
days was slew and the means of 
communication were exceedingly 
poor. The royal or imperial admin- 
istrators therefore enjoyed great iIn- 
dependence, and within the bound- 
aries of their own province they 


assumed most of the rights which in| 


truth belonged to the King. 

But you would make a mistake if 
you supposed that the people of the 
eleventh century objected to this 
form of government. They support- 
ed Feudalism because it was a very 
practica. and necessary institution. 
Their lord and master usually lived 
in a big stone house erected on the 
top of a steep rock or bullt between 
deep moats, but within sight of his 
subjects. In case of danger the 
subjects found shelter behind the 
whils of the baronial stronghold. 
That is why they tried to live as near 
the castle as possible, and it ac- 
counts for the ‘any European cities 
which began their career around a 
ferdal fortress. 

But the knight of the early middle 
ages Was much more than a profes- 
sional soldier. 
vant of that day. He was the judge 
of his community and he was the 
Chief of Pohce. He caught the high- 
Waymen and protected the wander- 
ing peddlars who were the mer- 
chants of the eleventh century. He 
looked after the dikes so that the 
countryside should not be flooded 
(just as the first noblemen had done 
in the valley of the Nile 4909 vears 
before). He encouraged the Trouw- 
badours who wandered from place 
to place telling the stories of the 
ancient heroes who had fought in 
the great wars of the migrations 
Besides, he protected the churches 
and the onasteries within hia terri- 
tory. and although he could neither 
read nor writ fit was coneatdered 
ummaniy ¢ know such things). he 
employed a number of priesta who 
kept iis accounts and who regiatered 
the marria ses and the birthe and the 
deatha which occurred within the 
varénial or ducal domains 

In the fifteenth century the Kings 
once more beca@me atrong enough to 
exercise those powers which  he- 
longed to them bhecnuee they wera 
“anointed of God.” Then the feu- 
dal knights lost their former in- 
dependence, Reduced to the rank 
of country equtres, they fo longer 
filled a need and anon they hecame 
a BUleance.

PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSIONS. 

The Republicans of Indiana, in a platform adopted 
at their State convention, propose either to abolish 
the State Public Service Commission or so to amend 
the law “as to make the commission responsible to the 
people's welfare.” It would not be surprising if the 
Republican and Democratic platforms in other states 
contained a similar plank. Dissatisfaction with such 
commissions {s general. The relief which the public 
expected from those bureaus has not been realized. 

It may be that the public expected too much. It is 
easy enough to denounce public utility corporations 
as unscrupulous and plundering, but decisions of such 
commissions on questions like rate advances, it should 
be remembered, are made only after a @areful exami- 
nation of the facts. The commission's judgment is 
an informed judgment, while criticism is often based 
on mere prejudice. 

Another point, however, should be considered. The 
members of Public Service Commissions are usually 


men of fair ability. They are not extraordinary men. 


Though the bonor of such an appointment is a con- 
sideration, the fact is that the salary, in most in- 
stances, means a material improvement. As a rule 
they have had no special training for their official 
work. Politica determines their selection. But 
when a public utility corporation appears before 
such a commission seeking an advance in rates, say, {° 
is represented by experts who know how to make 
the best possible case for their client. And experi- 
ence shows--in Missouri! and every other state—-that 
generally the experts win. 

What is.to be done about it? Indiana Republicans, 
apparently, think they can improve the service of 
their commission by amending the law. The effort. 
if made, will be widely watched. But in the evolu- 
tion of things it is more rfrobable, we imagine, that 
such commissions will be abolished and state or mu- 
nicipal ownership of all public utilities be under- 
taken. The experts of the public service corpora- 
tions, it seems to us, are in fair way to abolish them- 
selves and their clients, along with the commissions.
